SACRAMENTO. (ll) — Governor 
Olson warned today he would veto 
any measure transferring control of 
relief from the state to the counties

governor made his warnings at the 
annual convention of the Californix 
Supervisors Association. 

The Governor and Relief Admin- 
istrator H. Dewey Anderson explain- 
ed to the supervisors their proposed 
production for use program and ex- 
pressed opposition to a bill endors- 
ed by the supervisors to provide lo- 
cal control. Anderson estimated that 
production-for-use would permit of 
a relief program costing $73,000.- 
000 as against $110,000,000 for con- 
tinuation of direct, or ‘dole,’ as- 
sistance.

Mr. Roosevelt annually is a guest 
at the banquet, given by newspa- 
permen accredited to the White 
House. The Mayflower Hotel, where 
the banquet was to be held Satur- 
day night, is being picketed by 
members of two American Federa- 
tion of Labor unions, part of the 
estimated 2200 employes of the 13 
hotels who struck yesterday. 

Rather than cause embarrass- 
ment for Mr. Roosevelt, cabinet of- 
ficials and other high government 
officers invited to the dinner, Earl 
Godwin, president of the associa-° 
tion, cancelled the affair.
